Council Again Discusses Money Problems 


The Elba City Council 
opened the Tuesday night meet- 
ing with an hour-long discus- 
sion of the recreation pro- 
gram with Recreation Director 
Bo Dunaway. The discussion 
covered most aspects of the 
program but centered mostly 
around the development of the 
park facilities in Mulberry 
Heights. Previously the coun- 
cil had voted to move forward 
rapidly with completing the 
lighting of the Mulberry Park. 

Mayor Sam Sawyer report- 
ed to the council that there is 
renewed hope of getting some 
federal help on the streets, 
building a new library and in 
remodeling the existing Nat- 
ional Guard Armory into acity 
hall after the proposed new ar- 
mory is completed. He was 
given authority to contract with 
an architect to draw plans for 
the remodeling and to prepare 
a plan for the paving. Thelib- 
rary plans have been previous- 
ly prepared. All these plans 
are prepared by architects with 
the understanding they will be 
‘paid only if the project is ap- 
proved and funded by the fed- 
eral government. 

Sawyer also reported tothe 
council that after he and City 
Clerk Jack Prescott research- 
ed the insurance proposal pre- 
sented at the last meeting as 
instructed to do by the coun- 
cil, they decided: not to change 
the insurance carrier. 

Councilman Wayland 
Sharpless made a motion that 
a part-time student be hired 
to help the Police Department 
keep up with the added paper- 
work thrust on the department 
by new state and federal regu- 
flations. Phe motion was sec- 
onded by. Councilman Virgil 
Coleman. IndiscussionSharp- 
less explained that he had in 
mind using a high-school stu- 
dent for the job and that there 
were a number of qualified stu- 
dents at Elba High School. 

Coleman said he felt this 
would serve two purposes: - 
first, getting the work com-.- 
pleted, and second and equally 
as important, it would give a 
student experience needed to 
prepare him (or her) for mak- ~ 
ing a living, and it was exper- 
ience that could not be learned 
from books. 

Councilman Charles Ellis 
said that until it was determined 
how the’ city was going to pay 
the present employees, he 
could not support the hiring of 
additional people. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter 


stated that he felt the work 
could be done by present per- 
sonnel. 


When the vote was taken, © 


Sharpless and Coleman voted in 
favor of the motion, and Ellis, 
Carpenter and Councilman 
Ronnie Vaughan voted against 
the action, and it failed by a 
3-2 vote. 

The council was informed 
that the survey on extending 
he Elba City limits would 

ready by the first meet- 
ing in April. ‘ 

Mayor Sawyer informed the 
council that he had received 
acknowledgements from both 
Senator Allen and Representa- 
tive Dickinson on the request 
for federal funds to upgrade 
the Elba electrical system. 
Both indicated they were re- 
searching the matter and would 
forward any information un- 
covered. 

City Clerk Prescott in- 
formed the group he had made 
reservations for the’ entire 
group at a Birmingham motel 
for the League of Municipal- 
ities convention during May. 


He asked if any councilman - 


was not planning to attend. 
Councilman Wayland Sharp- 
less stated he would not at- 
tend and felt the city could 
not afford the expense of 
anyone going. He said Elba 
could pay a DO student to help 
in the Police Department for a 
full year on the expenses of one 
councilman in Birmingham. A 


‘chorus of voices chimed inand 


informed Sharpless they felt 
the City profited many times 
over from the information the 
officials gained at the con- 
vention. ; 


***The next item for discus-_ 
sion was to view a proposed. 


budget for the city. It was 
for the present fiscal year, 
which is almost half gone. The 
budget, prepared by City Clerk 
and the city’s auditors- was 
based largely on last year’s 
audit report of actual expendi-- 
tures. It indicated that the 
City would operate at-a deficit 
of over $72,000 during the 
year. 

The councilmen began dis- 
cussing the prepared state- 
ments and expressed concern 
over the projected need for 
more funds to carry on the 
city. They proposed several 
methods of getting the ex- 
penses in line with the in- 
come. These included meet- 
ing with heads of each de- 
partment and working out

actual needs; telling each de- 
partment to cut 12% across 
the board; adding additional 
taxes. 

Councilman Ellis pointed 
out that without further inves- 
tigation, the Council didn’t 
know how much additional tax 
was needed. It was also point- 
ed out that to cut the expenses 
now to stay within the project- 
ed income, it would take a 
20-24% cut since the year is 
aimost half gone. 

The council will meet next 
Monday night ina special meet- 
ing to work with the Police De- 
partment and with the Street 
Department in determining 
actual needs. At that time 
they will be presented a re- 
port on just how much the de- 
partment has cost thus far in 
the 1975-76 fiscal year. 


***Councilman Vaughan re- 
minded the group of the report 
from the Federal Aviation Au- 
thority that said the pecantrees 


in Co-Lin Trailer Park had to 
be either topped or cut down 
for the safety of aircraft tak- 
ing off on the North-South run- 
way or the runway would be 
closed. This is the longest 
runway at the airport. : 
Also, he noted thatthereis 
a demand for aviation fuel at the 
airport, andafter some discus- 
sion, the city clerk was in- 
structed to check into this for 
the airport manager Dean Kyle. 


***As the meeting was about to 
adjourn, David Specht, of the 
DAILY LEDGER asked for an 
explanation on behalf of the 
press as to just why the city 
was suddenly in such bad shape 
financially.- Several city offi- 
cials offered

ho longer afford to pass money 
to the city as it has inthe past; 
inflation increasing expenses 
but not monies for the City;

several large expenditures that 
have since proven to have been 
unwise in the eyes of the pre- 
sent officials - these include 
a television camera inspect- 
ion of the sewer system and 
an indirect cost report re- 


_portedly to use to get addi-

Mayor Sawyer was concerned 
that the TV inspection may have 
actually damaged the sewer 
pipes and noted that the in- 
direct cost factor had been 
turned down on every fed- 
eral grant applied for since 
it was completed.

ded: “This council is also at 
fault.” He continued by say- 
ing, “We have not accepted 


our responsibility and have 
continually pushed back any 
decision on the matter.”

their particular classification. 
He expressed a strong hope 
that al! employees desiring to 
return would be recalled in 
the not too distant future.

But 
many preachers dispute - in 
practice if not in theory - the 
conclusion drawn by evangelis 
Granting that “market place 
and college are poles apart.”

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CROP PRODUCTION 

Quite a few farmers ask 
me about supplying lime where 
they are renting land. Inmany 
cases where a person will rent 
land for one year, the land- 
owner will share to some ex- 
tent the cost of the lime. How- 
ever, even if the landowner is 
unwilling to participate, it will 
still pay to lime the land. 

Peanuts are a high value 
crop. A ton of lime spread 
usually costs from $12 to $15. 
We think this is a good in- 
vestment and will certainly 
make the grower a profit. Aft- 
er all, most folks are int- 
erested in making the maxi- 
mum amount of profit on each 
acre. Lime, if needed, will 
make a lot of things possible. 

W. J. Smith of Kinston told 
me this week that getting the 
soil pH at the right level was 
his No. 1 goal each year be- 
fore he planted a crop. 


PICK YOUR OWN 

A few Coffee County farm- 
ers ask me about planting veg- 
etable crops where consumers 
can come in and “pick their 
own.” Fruit and orchard peo- 
ple have done this in some 
parts of the country for years. 
A few Coffee County vegetable 
growers invite people to come 
in and pick their peas and 
beans or whatever for somuch 
a bushel or pound. The “pick 
your own” method is becoming 
mare nonular It will probably 
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become even more advantag- 
eous in the years ahead if the 
prices of vegetables increase 
some. 

Of course, this would not 
be a good program for every 
vegetable grower, but many 
of them will enjoy this type of 
marketing.

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Ford’s Economic Plans 
Applauded by Industry 


In his State of the Union 
address, President Ford shifted 
the economic emphasis in’ the 
right direction—away from 
government growth and toward 
private sector growth, National 
Association of Manufacturers 
President E. Douglas Kenna 
said in a statement. 

“Reliance for job creation on 
government spending and defi- 
cits and on expansion of gov- 
ernment powers, has been a 
conspicuous failure. It has led 
instead to new highs in unem- 
ployment and inflation,” Mr. 
Kenna observed. “It is time to 
turn in the other direction and 
free resources for economic 
growth in the private sector. 
We support the President in 
this historic effort and we hope 
that Congress will also support 
him.” 

Mr. Kenna said the Presi- 
dent’s job creation proposals 
aimed at sustained non-infla- 
tionary growth should receive 
immediate attention. He em- 
phasized the President's recom- 
mendations for an additional 
$10 billion tax reduction, based 
on cutting the growth of federal 
spending in half, the recogni- 
tion of the need to reduce tax 
obstacles to productive invest- 
ment, and the changes in estate 
taxes to enable smaller busi- 
nesses to survive and grow. 

Mr. Kenna said the proposed 
moderate increase in the Social 
Security tax is a positive step 


The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice has announced the re- 
printing of a widely used SCS 
publication, “Conquest of the 
Land Over 7,000 Years.” The 
author of the journal, written 
in 1942, was Dr. Walter Clay 
Lowdermilk, a pioneer in 
soil and water conservation. 

In 1938, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture commis- 
sioned Lowdermilk to make a 
survey of land use in the older 
European and Asian countries 
in the interest of conserving 
our own land resources. 

“The land bears a record 
of what mén-write on it,” Low- 
dermilk said. 

In his tour of England, Hol- 
land, France, Italy, North 
Africa, and the Near East, 
Lowdermilk followed agricul- 
ture om its beginnings 7,000 
years ago to modern times. 

He observed fields that had 
-been in cultivation for a thou- 
sand years. The publication 
is a prophetic account of his 
search for reasons why land 
that once supported thousands 
of people lay now in abject 

The answer tohis quest was 
soil erosion. Hetells why ero- 
sion acted as a catalyst in the 
desecration and destruction of 
many advancing civilizations. 

“One of the most important 
findings on this survey of the 
use of land through 7,000 
years,” Lowdermilk said in 
summation, “is that tillers of 
soil have encountered their 
greatest problem throughout 
the ages in trying to establish 
a permanent agriculture on 
sloping lands,” 

The publication, AIB-99, 
“Conquest of the Land Over

in making the system solvent in 
the short run. “A review of 
benefit levels and future mod- 
erate tax increases will have 
to occur if we are to have 
long range solvency in this pro- 
gram, which is presently faced 
with a $1.3 trillion deficit over 
the next 75 years,” he said.

Bicentennial Wagon Train 


This Spring, covered wagons, 
those-almost legendary land 
ships so important in the grow- 
ch of adolescent America, will 
once again rollacross Alabama 
soil as a tribute tothe Nation’s 
200th birthday. 

A joint project of the Ala- 
bama Bicentennial Commis- 
sion and the Bicentennial Com- 
mission of Pennsylvania, the 
Alabama Wagon Train Pilgri- 
mage is part of a replay of 
history, in reverse. A train of 
covered wagons, one wagon for 
each state, is crossing the 
country, west to east, adhering 
as closely as possible to his- 
toric trails and wagon routes.

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Board Increases Water Rates 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday night, with 
all members present. Chair- 


man Charles Hayes III presided - 


over the meeting. 

The board handled several 
routine items of business before 
moving on to discuss a water 
rate increase and a bond issue of 
$250,000. 

A full power application from 
Larry Grantham was approved 
‘and bills totaling $2,121.13 were 
approved. Chairman Hayes 
commented that Board employ- 
ees had been working hard to get 


the bills down and it apparently 
was working, as this was the 
lowest total bills in many 
months. 

The increase in water rates 
approved by the Board will net 
about $35,000 a year to the 
Board. and was necessary to 
borrow the money needed to 
upgrade the electric system in 
areas where low voltage exists 
and where overloading is a 
probability by this summer. 

The rate increase, which is 
effective April Ist, increases 
the minimun residential bill 


from $2.50 to $3.55. This is for 


‘up to -3,000'gallons of water a 


month. The next7,000 gallons of 
water will cost 85 ¢a thou- 
Sand and the rate will drop 
to the point where all water 
over 50,000 gallons a month 
will cost 45¢ a thousand. : 


Prior to the increase the 
average usage of water cost 
$4.50, according to information 
released at the meeting. 

The Board members acknow- 
ledged that the $35,000 was 
more than was needed to cover 


the bond issue, but that some 
cushion was needed for other 
problems as they occur, such 
as reworking a water well. 

Following the increase in 
water rates, the Board discus- 
sed the bond issue with Mr. 
Billy Marx. The 7-1/2% issue 
will be sold April lst and 
the Board will pay interest 
only until 1990 when the money 
will be repaid in equal montly 
payments.

Board Views Improvements 
At High School - Cost $613,000 


The Elba City School Board 
met Thursday night in the Sup- 
erintendent’s office. 
the regularly scheduled monthly 
meeting of the Board. 

Board members discussed 
with school architects who 
had surveyed the needed 
repairs to the high school and 
jr. high buildings. They presen- 
ted cost estimates on. these 
repairs and also estimates on 
some additional construction 
and remodeling at the schools. 

The work included repairs to 
halls, classrooms, restrooms, 
etc. and remodeling of the 
lunchroom and constrction of a 
new library in the area of the 
burned out gym. Also inclu- 
ded was converting the exist- 
ing library into classrooms. 
The total cost of all this work 
was estimated by the architects 
at $613,104. The school has 
$224,354.84 in a state bond 
issue that is yet unused but 
earmarked forthe Elba schools. 
It must be used for capital 
outlay and can’t be used to pay 
salaries or buy supplies. 

The. purpose of the survey, 
according to Board members, 
was to have in hand a plan 
for upgrading the school plant 
as money became available. 

The remodeling of the lunch- 
room was estimated at $46,000 
and new equipment for the 
kitchen estimated at $80,000. 
The cost of building the new 
resource center (library) was 
estiniated at $279,000 plus 


This was . 


$35,000 for moveable equip- 
ment, 

The architects indicated that 
their figures were hopefully 
high but it was better to work 
with these figures than to get 
ready to pay the bills and not 
have enough funds. 

In other business the Board 
voted to purchase liability in- 
surance in view of a Supreme 
Court ruling last fall. 

The Board also discussed 
problems of the school lunch- 
rooms with principals of the 
three Elba schools. Following 
this discussion, it was‘ voted 
that lunches in the elementary 
and middle schools would be 
increased to 55¢a day. 
was to comply with minimum 
standards set up by federal 
regulations. Regulations re- 
quire that a minimum amount 
of local effort be spent on each 
meal before the government 
will participate in the cost of 
school lunches. The lunchrooms 
are presently operating within 
their income but again are not 
spending as much on each lunch 
as required by regulations. The 
new rates are effective immed- 
iately after the close of AEA 
holidays. 

Use of school buses for 
school sponsored trips was 
approved if the group paid 20¢ 
a mile and the bus driver’s 
salary. However all such use 
must be approved by school 
Officials.
